Disarmament. 


_ Major General Sir John Davidson, referring tothe urgency of 
Prevantiog competition in armaments, declared that it was essential 
that the situation in the Far East should adequately be raviewed by 
a conference comprising Britain, Americaund Japan. Ha advocated 
an extension of the Anglo-Japanese Alliance until tlre result of the 
conference was known, but if we let the Pacific question wa der on 
and we were to compete in armaments we could not manage our 
world-wide responsibilities. Hedwelt onthe dangers of the colour 
question which ought to be considered from the economic stand- 
point. He suggested the establishment of an Imperial Council oa 
which resident Ministers from the Dominions in Britain would sit 
to deal with foreign affairs and Imperial defence. 


‘The Question of China’s Just Demands. 


Sir Samuel Hoare stoutly affirmed the necessity of Anglo- 
French friendship as the basis of-our Imperial and foreign policy in 
Eatope. We coule not revart to the policy of isolation after signing 
the Peace Treaty, mach os we should likeit. He strongly advocate} 
Anglo-American friendship as the basis of our world’s policy. Re- 
ferring to the AngloJapanese Treaty he, deprecated any 
Alliance that was likely to embittar” onr relations 
with the six British commonwealths or the United States. He 
argued that the AngloJapaness Treaty. if Tanawed, must be 
modifisd to meat Caina’s just demands and also the Amorican 

‘Apojoctions. Ha supported Sir Jon Davidson's sugzested confarence 

fon the Pacific question with the inclusina nf the Dominions, and 
Chinese represeatatives, at which Japanese einigration cauld also 
be Considered. He favoured, amid cheers, acquiescence to Canada’s 
ided of separate dipfomatic representation in America, Australia 
aad elsewhere if so desired. . 


India and the Anglo-Japanese Treaty. 


Sir John Rees rejoiced in the prossecta of justice being done 
te Indian's natural aspirations for equal rights at the Confrence, 

; Gen. Sir Charles Townshend preferred the Dominions to build 
' their own flee-s instead of contribusing money to the British fleet. 

_. Sir Courtney Beniett, while eulogiziug Jupan’s war-time 
behaviour, suszested that conditions were different now from when 
the Anglo-Japanese Treaty was entered into and wa must be 
coavinced thay Japan was as equally poteat in a military and naval 
seaso 43 befor: the war. He declared that India did not like the 
idea of a treacy im which Japan wis depanded on to come and h ‘lp 
in the defence of Indias He recaznised the delicacy of the problem 
concerning In tian settlement in other parts of the Enpire. 


Japan's Twenty-one Demands on China. 


Comminder Bellairs, reviewing Japan’s wonderful progress, 
said she was d-serving of the world’s greafes? respec’, but ‘Britoas 
Wars mos; aveTse to and alliance with a nation which was pursuing 
militari«t ambitions.

The Home Governments Position and. Policy. 


Government Departments hid prepared memoranda and sug- 
Restions On various matters of common concern which might coma 
before the Conference. Thess had been approved bs the Cabinet 
anc would be circulated to the Conference. As regards defence 
very careful preparation had been made to render discussidn as 
useful as possible. The Govenment's proposals on that matter had 
been véry carefully considered for some time. The fighting services 
had prepared confidential memoranda which would-be carefully 
examined from the viewpoi-t of general Imparial def nce and co- 

perial Defence Committee 
under the chairmanship of Mr Balfour. : 

The Government desired to promote os far as it could such 
co-ordination of the Military, Naval and Air forces of the Empire, 
as wonld enable them, with tne assent of their respactive agthorities 
to cooperate most quickly and effectively and with the greatest 
prospect of success in time of war but it wag not for His Majesty's 
Government to talk with an air of command of the manner in which 
Dominion forces should be dispos-d. Those degjsions could be 
taken only by the governments of the Dominions themselves. The 
measure of co ordination and co-operation which could be attained 
would be decided by the free choice of the Dominigiti, His Majes:y’s 
Government were fully aware of the importance of “this co-opera- 
tion and they would do everything they could to -facilitate 
it. and any assistance they could render in that conection 
and which the Daminions required would be joyfolly- given. 
Similarly, we shauld welcome the closer agsaciation of the-Domia- 
ions with us in all matters concerning the foreiga policy of-the 
Empire. He recalled that it was at a meeting of the Cummitree of 
Imperial Defence to whieh the Prime Ministers of the Dominiona 
then in England were summonel~—as they might or would be sum- 
moned ch their own request when they were here or if a subject 
were interesting «f they desired such o meeting—that the first 
exposition of che facts and principles on whi h the foraiga policy of 
the Empire was based that had ever been received by the elected 
representatives of the Empire or-the Minisrrs of Britain was Siven. 
The Dominions representatives who were present at that Conference 
had often ~pokan of it as a landmark in the his‘ory of the Empire, 

Mr. Kinloch-Cooke :--“Ccaldn’t it be published 2” 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that of course it couldn't. Such 
reviews of foreign policy had be-n a constant feature of evary later 
Imperial gathering, bur it was impossibl+ to publish them. . 


The Peace of the Pacific. 


Mr. Caamberlain, referring to’the Anslo-Japanesa Alliance, 
said that the Government could not be a party to any atiance 


directed-againat America or ander which Britain could be ealled 


onto actazainst Ameriz2. Ha did not say that a coatinoance of 
the Alliance ins modified form was impossible; ha opined tat it 
might bypossible ta reconcile Britain's desire fur a porfeet under- 
vanding and close cooperation with the United Ssates with the 
sontinuance of a close and intimate frivndship w th Japan. It muat 
he the object of any Government of Britain, che Dominions or India 
to secure such co-operation of the great Powers of the Pacific as 


‘would prevent a new competition in armaments and to secure the! 


peace of the Pacific anc tha lands abutting thereon. 

The renewal of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty was obviously a 
matter concerning which it was peculiarly difficult tospeak It was 
are-eminently a mat‘er in which all partsof the Empi-e wer i terest- 
ed, Itclosely concerned several for-ign countries, and .uatil the 
Conference had been held he could not say what the outcome of the 
deliberations would be or the exac: coursa of the policy they would 
adopt. .The objections made in the course of the debate to the 
renewal of tho Treaty had been mainly that the conditions which 
zave ris9 to it had disappeared. True, conditions to-day were not the 
conditions of yesterday, but what aboutthe consitions of to-morrow ? 
We must not only took to the present, bat the position in the future. 
He did not believe that the intention or resul: of the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance caused or could cause any real apprehension aang the 
governing authorities of Smerica; he was certain that thar was no 
reason far any such apprehension. : t 


_ . America and the Anglo-Japanese Treaty. ae 
He could toi say that it had not caused a certain msture of 


apprehension among people who were misinformed -in. bega-d t+ 
the object of the parties, and who misconcsived the resnlf [fc was 
the determination of the British people to maintain friend{y relations 
with their American kinsmen. ‘It must always bo s cardinal factor 
in British policy to remove any apprehension standing id the path 
of god Anglo-American relations. . Ady new armaments; competit- 
ion between Britain and America would be a tragady, not only for 
both countries, but for civilisation. After saying that he did not want 
to pre-judge the action of the Conference, Mr. Chamb-risin' proceeded 
to maks a statement in regard to the renewal of the Angi¢-Japanese 
Alliance, in the course which he paid a tribute: to the loyal action 
of Japan whea the Alliance bacame operative 
support Japan tendered the Empire during the war. . 

It was inconceivable to him that. the British Empire, 
a League of Nations for preserving peace over so large’ portion 
of the world and exercising so.many infléences for good on civilisa- 
tion; should not in time, by whatever means perhaps, fipans that we 
did not now foresee—would continue .to develop its Gommon con- 
stitational organs and its opportunities for co-operstion)in -policy 
and action.

The conditions under which the Goverament proposato aid Brit sh 
traders under the export credits scheme have been issved. The 
Goverameat propose to guarantee drafts drawa sgainst shipments 
ot goods toa maximum of 85 per cent. of the amount-of the draft. 
The new system, which comes into force almost immediately, thos 
approximates moch more closely the existing method of 
advances to the ordinary process of trade, as guarantees drafts can 
be discounted in the usual manner. Sf

financial houses in the risks incurred in finencing trade with 
conntries included in the scheme, which will cover trade with all 
parts of the British Empire, British Protec*orates and mandated 
territories, except that itis nut Proposed at present to apply it to 
British Endis, Ceylon or British Possassions in the Far East, which, 
it is understood, are: stilt folly supplied . with goods, and special 
facilities for financing exports to thesa places are no? required.

Asto the pro- 
posed credit conso: !um for,secur- 
ing loans on “a “wider basis,"" 
there might be some, if not a 
great, advantage in this to those 
colonies which contemplate rais- 
ing external loans.

Not long since reports were rife 
of piratical attacks along tho 
Yangtse.

“BATHING AND .- 
SWEARING. 
Our Friend the Jelly Fish, 


(BY_A SPECIAL CON- 
..* *"TRIBUTOR) , 

Now that.the bathing season is 
in full swing everyhody thinks of 
of the sea. Where shalt I goon 
Saturdsy? Is itto be Junk Bay 
or Deep Water Bay? Tha decid- 
ing factor may be the probable 
Presence or absance of jelly fish 
or jelly bugs: They “can inflict 
stings on the more delicate parts 
of the akin which are very pain- 
ful for several hours, cltAough the 
Dain hus een undouNedly greatly 
eraggeruied™, So says ono of oar 
Braat authorities on this group of 
animals. TUdon't wish Prof. H—~ 
any ill will, but Ido wish he bad 
been in my place in Junk Bay = 
fow days ago. - 

The great group of animals to 
which the jelly fish belongs has 
one almost universal character- 
istic—the ‘thread call” or stinging 
hair’, The thread cell consists of 
a long whip-like hair coiled up in 
a pocket filled with a poisonous 


Quid. The thread has generally {hb 


some recarved hooks near its 
base which catch in, and poison 
the flesh. In some species a band 
of spirally arranged bot ting 
thorns runs along the middle of 
the thread. On tho outside there 
isa small trigger-like projection 
which on impact, reverses and 
discharges the whip. I: is pos- 
sible that im some species the 
hervous system may be able 
to control these cells and that 
the animal may be able to 
release them at will. If a small 
animal of this class is put in a 
litte water under a microscope 
and a little acetic acid added to 
the water th- ecid will cause the 
stinging cell to discharge of 
themselves and one may see the 
process without being stung. 

THE CORE FOR THE STINGS. 

The irritan: fluid has an acia 
reaction. I: would seem, there- 
fore, best that this sbould be, 
neutralised by a mild alkali 
which would not injure the skin— 
—: weak solution of ammonia, 
Dermanganate of potash, or 
Conds’s fluid: might’ have the 
desired — effect. One gen- 
tleman, long acquainted with the 
East and many times stung, 
assures me that whisky is the 
only panacea. . This I cannot re- 
commend from experience, as I 
bave never tried iz. I presumait 
is to be applied asa lotion, though 
some may. think this rather a 
wasteful method. The. recom- 
mendation of whisky was appar- 
ently purely empirical. 

The stings when once they 
have bees ‘sprung’ cannot be used 
again., They simply decay, New 
stinging cells gradually develop 
to take the place of those that are 
lost. One species, however, nas 
acquired the power of being able 
te draw back the threads and 13 
them again. Moqst of thestiaging 
cells are situated en the oral 
arms and streamers. 

“ORGANS OF BALANCE, 

Auother véry curious organ 
found in many of the jelly fish is 
the organ of balance. There are 
sometimes eight or ten of these in 
the animal. They, are little 
hollows, each having @ small hard 
calcium stone inside. If the 
animal is turned upside down this 
stone will bump against the up- 
permost part of the cavity and 
apparently this informs the animal 
of its precarious position, and it 
immediately rights itself by work- 
ing its oral arms. These organs 
probably make the animal feel 
“kind of sea-sick’ when it is up. 
side down. 

. SEA-SICKNESS, 

Perhaps indeed our own feeling 
of sea-sickness may be due to the 
presence of an ancestral organ of 
a similar kind—the semi-circular 
canals of the ear or the 
Eustachian tubes.. If these latter 
were properly stopped up you 
might never be seasick! Or 
possibly the aqueous humor of 
the eye is the cause. Authorities 
have thought that if you were 
Properly blindfolded you would 
escape the scourge. My own 
belief is (based, of course, on 
complete ignorance) that the 
trouble lies in the tonsils. Doctora 
don't seem to know what: vse 
these organ are, in fact they seem 
Mere survivals. A universal 
Operation might remove all sea- 
sickness! At any rate it ie some- 
where about the ‘gills’ we gener- 
ally feel the trouble begin. . 

RAIn AND, THE JELLY-FISH. 

. To return to our friend. the 
Jelly-fish. One of the. most 
noticeable things abou! jelly-fish 
is their appearance in swarms at 
the surface of the water after 
rain, They. seem then to 
crowd in’ the bays near the 
shore, especially . where fresb 
water is pouring into the sea. 
This may be due ta one of three 
causes:—{1) The food ‘material 
carried down by the fresh water: 
(2} The change of. density of the 
surface water; (3). The love of 


freah water, Were their ances 
fresh water aninalot ‘he, let 
possibility.

DISCOVERY OF FRESH WATER 
” JELLY-PISH. 
twenty years or 
80 ago, great . axcitement 
was caused in the zoological 
world by the © discovery 
of a free-swimming fresh-water 
form. Such a thing had not been 
heard of before. It was found, of 
all places, in Regant’s Park. To 
make the mystery deeper, the 
animals were all males It ‘is 
now generally thought that these 
were brought over with some 
aquatic plants from the Amazon. 
Still, not long afterwards a small 
fresh-water jelly-fish was found 
in Lake Tanganyika! You may 
make your own theorias from this, 
THE AGE OF JELLY-FISH. 
Very little seems to be known 
about the age to which jally-fish 
usually live, They don't seem to 
ave many enemies, and if you 
open the stomachs of other salt- 
water animals you-seldom find 
piecas of jelly-fish inside them. 
Perhaps the stings:are too good a 
defensive weapon and injure the 
lining of the gullet of most 
animals. Masny die by being cast, 
up on shore. The conditions of 
the life of the animal when put 
into an aquariam may consider- 
ably alter its span of years. So 
far as the present writer knows no 
experiments on the age of the 
frae-swimming forms have been 
made. -Rut a large sea-anemone 
(s sedentary animal belonging to 
the same great group) was put 
into an aquarinm in 1828. 
It was thought at that time to be 
about saven years old. It diedia 
natural death on Aug. 4th, 1887, 
It thus had lived to-ba sixty 


years of age and. perhaps, sixty-, 


five.

CRIMINAL PROCEDURE. 

. An Ordinance to amend the law 
relating to criminal procedure in 
the Supreme Court. 

The Objects and Reasons state 
that the object of the bill is to 
effect three improvements io the 
criminal procedure of the Su- 
preme Court. Clause 2 effect two 
alterations in the Iaw. In the 
first place it gives the Full Court 
power to order a new trial upon 
a question of law being reserved 
by the trial judge. It is truce that 
the Court of Criminal Appeal 
in England -has no power 
to order a new trial, but 
the Judges have frequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that tbat 
Court ought to have such a power. 
In the second place clause 2 
provides that even if the question 
reserved might be decided in 
favour of the accused the Full 
Court may affirm the conviction, 
it it considers that no substantial 
miscarriage of justice has actually 
occurr 

Clause 3 proposes to abolish the 
necessity of calling upon the 
accused after a° verdict of guilty 
has been returned by the jury. 
The only object of calling upon 
the accused in this way is to give 
bim an opportunity of moving in 
arrest of judgmen’. Motions in 
aztest of judgment ate seldom 
made and they are very 
rarely successful. They are 
of necessity made upon technical 
grounds, It any such stounds 
are open to a defended prisoner 
his counsel may bo trusted to 
bring ther: forward athe proper 
time, and an undefended prisoner 
is extremely unliklly to discover 
any such grounds. Theclanse stil 
leaves it open to the accused to 
move in arrest of judgment 
after verdict and before sentence. 
Under the resent rule of 
practice, by which the accused 
is called upon after verdict in 
cases of felony, the experience of 
those conversant with the Courts 
is that the accused either does 
not know what to say or else 
enrors once more upon his 
general defence. This is mere 
waste of time, and is sometimes 
distressing cepecially in capital 
cases.
